St. Simon’s Residents 
Positive Couple Near 
There—Official Admits 
Every Precaution Taken 


St. Simons Island, Ga., June 1.— 
(Special.)—Colonel Charles Lindbergh 
and his bride of five days, the .for- 
mer Anne Morrow, are honeymooning 
on Sapelo Island or are cruising in 
nearby waters on the Howard Coffin 
yacht, Zapala, according to unani- 
mous belief of residents of this is- 
land. 

All indications point to the almost 
certainty of the presence ofthe cou- 
ple. An impenetrable line of defense 
has been thrown around the islands; 
all communications have been cut off 
and the Coffin yacht cannot be locat- 
ed. Armed guards patrol docks at 
Sap.lo Island, while all of the fleet

for hire, have been withdrawn and no 
boats of any kind are obtainable. 

Telephone communications from Sa- 
pelo. Island, which is 50 miles from. 
here, have been cut off. No communi- 
cation of any kind with the island is 
possible. 

Residents of St. Simons and Bruns- 
wick are positive the famous pair are 
honeymooning somewhere in the vicin- 
ity of the two islands. They point 
out as irrefutable evidence the fact

Bobby Jones 
Hit by Brick 
In Bad Storm 


King of Golfers Bruised 
When Lightning Fells 
Chimney. 


Bobby Jones, of national golf fame, 
narrowly escaped serious injury about 
3 o'clock Saturday afternoon at East 
Lake, when he was struck a glancing 
blow on his left shoulder by a falling 
brick from a chimney that flanks the 
clubhouse.

Inside the clubhouse, Jones’ shoul- 
der was examined and it was found to 
be only slightly bruised and a small 
portion of the skin broken. He was 
given a good massage by friends and 
attendants. 

His golfing for the afternoon 
abruptly ended, Jones at his home late 
Saturday afternoon stated that he was 
feeling fine, except that his left shoul- 
der was a bit sore. He said he ex- 

ted more soreness today from the 

ruise, but that he was glad that there 
was no fracture and his golfing will 
not be hindered to any great extent.

Paris, June 1—(United News.)— 
The troublesome reparations problem, 
over which the experts of seven na- 
tions have wrangled for nearly four 
months, has been finally and definite- 
ly settled, with the exception of Bel- 
gium’s claim against Germany for 


conf seated during the war. 
Announcement of the solution of the 
10-year-old economic problems of war 
debts and reparations was made to- 
day by Thomas W. Lamont, member 
of the United States delegation to the 
conference. 

The reparations staff worked all 
day to complete the final report of 
the conference with the hope that the 
agreement could be signed by Wednes- 
day of next week. The only obstacle 
to the signing was Belgium's insis- 
tence that her claim be satisfied. 

| Belgium Rebels. 

The Belgium claim, which is fora 
payment of 25,000,000 marks, (S35.- 
955,000), annually for 37 years, was 
left out of the general reparations 
agreement, to be settled by negotia- 
tions between the two nations in- 
volved. 

M. Gutt, spokesman of the Belgian 


delegation. told the United News to- 
day that Belgium would not sign the 
general agreement until the claim was 
satisfied. Germany, however, had siz- 
nified her willingness to - negotiate 
and the allied delegations worked 
strenuously to appease the Belgians 
and avoid holding up. the signing of 
the formal agreement. 

“Belgium will not sign until she ob- 
tains satisfaction on her demand for 
reimbursement for the forcible ex- 
change of marks for francs,” M. Gutt 
told the United News. “Germany has 
announced that she is sending an en- 
voy to discuss the subject with us. 
but up to 4 p. m. we had not seen 
him. 

“We told Mr. Young and we told 
the Germans we want satisfaction. : 

“We will certainly refuse to sign 
until then.” . 

France Cuts 50 Per Cent. 

The general settlement concluded 
this morning, in the opinion of the 
experts, should provide a complete 
and definite adjustment of the entire 
reparations prob'em. Concessions 
were made on both sides, 

France made more than a 50 per 
cent cut in her original demands. 
Germany made concessions on many 
points, agreeding to pay the allied 
reparations commission or a bank of 
international settlement an average 
sum of 2.050,000,000 
($488,310,000) annually within the 
next 59 years, 

Germany thereby will pay. in in- 
stallments, about $28,000,000,000. The 
present value of her payments, if they 
were turned into cash today, would 
be about $8,808,000,000. Interest on 
the annuities is figured at about 5 
per cent. 

Yearly Payments. 

The plan under which Germany wil! 
pay was devised by Owen D. Young. 
United States financial expert and 
chairman of the conference. Under the 

oung plan, the first year actually 
starts on September 1, next, although 
it will be credited as starting on April 
1, last, because of the five months 
payments Germany will make up to 
September 1 under the fifth year of 
the old Dawes plan. 

Under the Young plan, which runs 
for 37 years, Germany's payments will 

as follows: 

First year (September 1. 1929, te 
April 1, 1930), 1,942,000,000 marks 
($455,584.400); second year (April 1. 
1930, to April 1, 1931), 1,708,000,000

Last Years Small. 

A ‘gold mark is valued at 23.82 
cents. The payments for the remain- 
ing 27 vears of the Young plan will be 
more than 2.000.000.0600 marks each. 
increasing finally to 2,400,000,000 
marks, so that all 37 payments. wil! 
avernge the required 2,050,000,000 
marks. 

The payments for the final 22 years 
will be much less, covering only allied 
payments of war debts, principally to 
the United States. The first 37 years 
will take care of both war debts and 
reparations. : 

Germany's many feservations were 
finally settled or compromised, most 
of them being withdrawn. The most 
important was the German railways, 
from which come the burden of Ger- 
many’s poyments to the allies. Vir- 
tually all of the unconditional portion 
of the annuities will come from Gei- 
man railway revenue.

New York, June 1.—(#)—Franklin 
Chase Hoyt, presiding justice of the 
New York city children’s court, today 
was announced the winner of the $25,- 
000 prize contest for the best tem- 
perance™plan, sponsored by the Hearst

The plan, in brief, suggested a re- 
peal of the Volstead act, by a new 
congressional definition of intoxicat- 
ing liquers, which would make pos- 
sible light wines and beers under 
state control.

Justice Hoyt expressed his opinion 
that the eighteenth amendment can- 
not be replaced for many years to 
come. He drew a distinction between 
distilled and fermented liquors, say- 
ing that “distillation is the act of 
man and has been responsible fer 
practically all the evils which ‘liquor’ 
has inflicted upon the human race, 
while fermentation is the act of na- 
ture, and that to many must mean, 
in the most reverential sense, the act 
of God.”

Three millioa aliens, Rankin con- 
tinued, “among whom are the most 
criminal aliens who come to our 
shores” are here illegally and subject 
to deportation ‘These criminal aliens, 
under this bil, would be entitled to 
about ten or »welve representatives in 
congress and would be represented by 
the same number of votes in the elec- 
toral college.” 

Rankin said house members were be- 
coming aroused over the alien propo- 
sition and expressed the hope that an 
amendment excluding the aliens from 
the count would be adopted “to save 
America for Americans.”

Blaze Thought To Have 
Been Started by Bolt of 


Lightning in 
Thunderstorm. 


Munroe, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—

A severe wind, electrical and rain- 
storm struck Monroe shortly after 4 
v'clock and within a few minutes 
after the storm had passed, fire was 
discovered on the east corner and vp 
the roof of the two-story structure. 


There is no fire protection or tire-| 


fighting equipment at the school and 
crowds immediately began to save vi- 
fice equipment and school records. A 
«mall stream of water from a garden 
hese and a bucket “brigade” formed 
the fire-fighting equipment, but witb 
a atrong wind fanning the blaze, the 
building was soon enveloped in flames. 

Hundreds ef motorists passing 
through the city on week-end trip: 
were attracted to the fire and said 
the blaze could.be seen fur more than 
‘0 miles. The structure was still 
burning at midnight and it was esti- 
mated that it would burn throughout 
Sunday. 

The building was constructed in 
Jim} along with the boys’ dormitory 
nud the cornerstone was laid by Gov- 
ernor J. M. Terrell. It.was a two- 
story brick structure and all class- 
rooms, administrative offices and the 
auditorium were within the building.

be when in use.

laws and rules is the chief aim in life, these days, in all governing bodies. 
if they didn’t make a new outfit of regulations,and regulate everything 


The new bigger and lighter golf “ 
they say, won't be quite so handy 
drive into the wind with sand Seahats 
on each side. and may be blown off 
the fairway into the woods now and 
then, but this is a mere incident. Any- 
way golfers should learn how to shoot 
straight under all circumstances, and 
stern measures to promote that ob- 
ject are excusable. 


As a sop to us duffers the rule mak- 
ers explain that the low handicap men 
won't be able to drive quite so far 
with the new ball, which will help 
the duffers when they meet the high 
powered golfers in competition, be- 
cause duffers don’t drive very far any- 
way, and they say the new ball will 
putt just about as well. 

MARVELOUS PUTTING. 

All. duffers are supposed to putt 
marvelousiy, that being the part of the 
game that doesn’t require a limber back 
and strong wrists. Combining just as 
good putting with less difference in 
distance, the duffers are expected to 
make life miserable for the low handi- 
cap men as soon as the new ball 
comes ip. Also the new ball will sit 
higher on the grass, if any, and so be 
easier for a duffer to hit. 

It is a well-known fact that a low 
handicap golfer doesn't care what kind 
of a lie he has for a brassie shot, 
because he can crack them up in the 
air from anywhere. It is all different 
with the duffer. He seldom hits a good 
brassie, with the heavier and smaller 
ball, even when the ball is perched up 
on a bale of hay. The heavier ball now 
in use seems to have a mean habit of 
sinking in as far as possible to make 
shots hard for duffers. But the new 
ball, being so much larger and lighter, 
will cock itself up like a toy balloon, 
so that anybody can hit it. 

They say the new ball will float in 
salt water, if there's enough salt in 
it. This will mean a great saving in 
balls and money for all the golfers 
playing at golf courses bordering 
Great Salt Lake in Utah, and was one 
of the main arguments in favor of the 
new ball. ; 
ENGLISH REFUSE. 

Funny thing, the Koglish authori- 
ties have flatly turned down all ef- 
forts to induce them to adopt the new 
American ball, They are a suspicious 
lot in England and Scotland, and look 
with distaste upon all “Yankee in- 
ventions. Also there is a feeling 
abroad that it wouldn't be quite digni- 
fied to adopt any idea that wasnt 
first thought of at St. Andrews, 

You knew how it is. Shortly before 
the recent British open it was an- 
nounced that no golfer would be allow- 
ed to usé any steel shafted club. Steel 
shafted clubs are a Yankee invention, 
and there mugt be something insidicus- 
ly underhanded and tricky about them. 
Besides, all English professionals ob- 
jected to allowing steel shafted clubs 
to be used in England, because they 
interfere with oue of the chief indus- 
tries of the British Isles, which con- 
sists of putting new shafts into clubs 
after players have been trying to 
drive low shots into the wind that 
makes all English and Scotch sea- 
side courses so interesting. 

Barring the _ steel shafted clubs 
proved effective in the ease of young 
Hortons Smith, of Missouri, whose 
feats with his steel shafted “woods” 
had been heralded even across the sea, 
But apparently it didn’t bother Wal- 
ter Hagen, who ean play with Yan- 
kee intentions of leave them alone.

HOW MUCH PROSELYTING OR PAYING? 


College, athletics today are far from being perfect, but there are few 
perfect things. All that one can say is that conditions are much better 
than they were a few years ago. The lowa case in the western con- 
ference has stirred up an endless amount of argument as to how many 
universities and colleges are either proselyting athletic talent or paying 
certain stars in one fashion or another. : 

This is something beyond proof. Quite a little of it is going on 
around the country. But conditions in the leading universities are so 
much better than they were Some years ago that no reason exists for any 
pessimistic outcry. 

From time to time one gets fairly direct evidence that certain col- 
legiate spots are going out after their talent and paying for it, either 
directly or indirectly. But there is always some kink in any form of di- 
rect proof. Conditions will always be somethifMg like this as long as so 
many take their college sport with such feverish intensity—especially 
where football is concerned. 

Few get steamed up over a track meet or a baseball game, lacrosse 
and other intercollegiate effortg, but football is another matter. 

If you happen to mention the names of three or four good halfbacks 
in the paper a dozen or so letters arrive at once from indignant grads 
who want to kow why you left out Whozis of Whatsis, who always has 
those mentioned outclassed. 

Most of the proselyting is done by individual alumni, who in various 
places keep an observing eye on all the-young talent popping up. 

Only a few days ago I heard one old grad saying bitterly that a 
certain young. star was headed for his university, but another university 
had lured him away with a position that paid all expenses and left a few 
dollars on the side. Whether ‘this was true or not is something else. 
But he believed it. ‘With the growth of crowds and gate receipts and 
publicity there is bound to be a certain amount of collegiate scandal, 
and a lot of it will be true. 


THE HARDER JOB. ! 


“Which is the more difficulé human job,” asks L. F. K., “to run 100 
yards in 9 flat or the mile in 4 minutes flat? In the case of the 100 
it would mean a reduction in time of 5 1-5 per cent. In the case of 
the mile it would mean 4 reduction of 4 1-7 per cent from the present 
record.’ The 100 yards in 9 seconds flat would be much_the hard- 
er job. The time may not be so far ahead when some one will be 
strong enough and -fast enough to run the mile around 4 flat. That 
means an average of one minute for each quarter, and the quarter 
has been run around 47 seconds. It will call for a combination of 
speed and endurance hooked together, the development of a sprinter 
into a middle distance runner.

QUARANTINE 10 STOP 
FLY MAY BE EXTENDED 


Washington, June 1.—(#)—The de- 
partment of agriculture today placed 
itself in a position to extend the 
quarantine against the Mediterranean 
fruit fly now enforced in Florida to 
cover any state where infestation may 
be found, by holding a public hearing 
on the subject as required by the 
quarantine law. 

Dr. C. I. Marlatt, director of the 
plant quarantine and control admin- 
is*-ation, said that the hearing was 
also intended to provide for the better 
enforcement of restriction now on 
movement of fruits and _ vegetables 


Originating in Florida,-the particular 
object at this time being te prevent 
any reshipment of such fruits from 
areas of destination specified in the 
quarantine, 

Dr. Marlatt explained that under 
the quarantine fruits from Florida are 
allowed to move in interstate ship- 
ment in states north of the Potomac 
river but are not allowed in the so- 
called cotton belt. He said that the 
fruit had been finding its way back 
into the cotton belt with consequent 
danger of infestation.

“God Almighty planted first 
garden. Since the day when He made 
to grow in that marvelous garden fair 
every tree that is pleasant to sight, 
since the time when He placed a river 
in Eden to water His wondrous gar- 
den, since the day when He walk- 
ed therein in the cool of the evening. 
garden lovers and garden makers have 
been treading in royal, sacred foot- 
prints. Down through the ages, the 
records show, these beauty spots have 
existed almost continuously since that 
first garden. Here and there, through 
the printed pages, we catch glimpses 
of them, gleaming like Aladdin’s lus- 
gems. King Solomon’s garden 
was a thing of beauty, as was the 
garden of Cyrus of Persia. Herodotus 
tells of the glories of the hanging gar- 
en of Babylon which is counted as 
one of the world’s seven wonders. 
Four acres in extent at its base, it 
was built in stories and planted with 
rarely beautiful shrubs and flowers. 
skill combined with fabulous 
wealth made this dessert place, in the 
long ago, to blossom as a rose. Dur- 
ing the dark ages, gardening, like all 
other arts, languished, but with the 
Rennaissance of learning and the in- 
vention of printing, it was revived. 
As each country has made individual 
contribution to the world of arts and 
etters, has each influenced in a 
peculiar way the art of gardening 
down to the present day.

To 
be sure, France was overrun witb 
Hollywood films.

ported films. The French public econ- 
tinued to ‘insist upon the Americar 
product, however, and was willing to 
pay the additional centimes which 
were necessary to see them. The 
Americans were satisfied; the French 
government was getting a good income 
but the French film producers were 
getting nowhere. 

Finally they hit upon the device of 
the contingent sale. For every seven 
American films imported into France 
the Americans were required to buy 
one French film. American producers 
were thus forced to subsidize the com- 
petitive French produttion. And the 
French producers liked it. It worked 
so well that they decided to try to 
make it work better. Instead of one 
I'rench film for every seven American 
productions they asked for one French 
film for every three American produc- 
tions. 


The Americans announeed flatly 
that if thie change were made they 
would net be able to carry on busi- 
ness in France at all and would with- 
draw from the country. Immediately 
there was an outery on behalf of some 
5,000 French employees. of the Ameri- 
ean film industry and on behalf of the 
French exhibitors who were showing 
American films.

Rosika Schwimmer was born in 
Hungary in 1877 and came to this 
country in 1921, to live in Illinois. 

When she applied 
for citizenship, the 
federal district 
court denied her 
application because 
she refused to take 
the oath of alleg- 
iance, without a 
mental reservation 
against bearing 
arms in time of 
war. The cirenit 
court reyersed this 
decision and it was 
then carried to the 
supreme court. 
That court in turn 
‘reversed the circuit court, sustaining 
the district court in its denial of the 
privilege of citizenship to this woman. 
A Great Judge Dissents. 


The record of the examination of 
Rossika Schwimmer is revealing in 
its significance. She said that while 
she would not take up arms person- 
ally, she could not gee that a wom- 
an’s refusal to do so would be at va- 
riance with her oath of allegiance. 
| She promised that she would: uphold 
the United States against written at- 
tack in foreign publications, whenever 
the opportunity offered. She was 
clear and distinct in the expression 
of her admiration for our form of 
government, and took occasion to con- 
demn government’ by proletarian 
classes, or fascist dictatorship. In 
unqualified language. she declared her 
preference for the government of the 
United States, as against any other 
;government in the  werld. Miss 
Schwimmer is an extreme 
Extreme, not the 
would not die for our 
but in the sense that she would 
‘kill someone else in its defense.

years of age. and there is not the re- 
motest possibility that she will ever

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basis of 3 per cent of the census of 1910, 
Was approved by President Harding in 1921, 
a mew chapter in American history was 
written. This law permitted a certain 
mumber of persons of each nationality to 
enter annually, the count being made at 
United States ports. It was necessary, 
therefore, for a prospective immigrant to 
break up his home abroad and make a 


journey of from 3,000 to 5,000 miles or more 
before he could know whether or not he 
could enter the country, even though he 
were satisfied that mentally, morally and 
physically he was qualified for admission. 
On the first day of certain months a por- 
tion of the quota became available, and 
those who applied at that time might be 
admitted. They might arrive a minute or 
an hour late, and have to be turned back. 
And so it was that the most’ important 
races of history were staged on the ocean 
in those days. 

Technically, the law was so framed that 
when the gate swung closed it even tore 
babes from their mothers’ breasts. Actually, 
as the administrator of the law, I took the 
responsibility of refusing to let that occur, 
but there were thousands of instances 
where no stretch of administrative con- 
struction could serve to relieve the hard- 
ships which the law created. 

While it was the prime purpose of the 
temporary quota act to reduce immigra- 
tion, I could not lose sight of the fact that 
we were dealing with human beings, and 
in making my first recommendations re- 
garding legislation te correct errors and 
omissions in the law, I kept that in mind. 
Imposition of larger fines against steam- 
ship companies for bringing inadmissibje 
aliens helped to prevent unscrupulous 
practices. In ome instance a steamship 
company which packed its ships with im- 
migrants without regard to the quota limi- 
tation, even carrying on one ship more 
than an entire year’s quota for a par- 
ticular country, was put out of business. 
Nearly 1,000 fines were assessed against it. 

The greatest single stride was made when 
the Immigration Act of 1924, under which 
we are now operating, was passed. 

The fundamental difference between this 
and the previous law is that it provides 
for ‘determination of quota status before 
tite immigrant leaves his foreign home, and 
gives a reasonable time after the quota visa 
has been issued in which he may settle his 
afiairs and depart for the United States. 

A new queta system was also established, 
using the census of 1890 as a base, and al- 
lowing a quota of 2 per cent of that cen- 
sus, but providing alse for what is known 
as the “national origin” quotas to become 
effective, as the act was amended, begin- 
ning July 1 of this year.

Most countries wel- 
comed this opportunity of protecting their 
nationals. The plan was first tried out at 
consulates in Great Britain and the Irish 
Free State, and it worked so smoothiy and 
80 satisfactorily that gradually the system 
has been extended, by invitation of the for- 
eign governments concerned, to a}) the ler- 
ger immigrant sending countries. 

Experienced immigrant inspectors and 
physicians of the public health service are 
stationed at United States consulates. and 
when an alien is about to receive an immi- 
gration visa, these officers examine him 
and advise the consular officers -as to 
whether or not he appears to be worthy 
of admission to the United States. Rejec- 
tion at the port of New York have dropped 
frem several per cent to a small fraction 
of 1 per cent, and would be reduced stéll 
lower but for the fact that we have still 
been unable to work out a satisfactory 
method of overseas examination in a few 
countries from which small numbers of ini- 
migrants come. 

Another feature of selection which the 
1834 law provided was the preference and 
nen-quota status given to certain reletivet 
of American citizens —prefersy oes — fer 


fathers and mothers, children under 
twenty-two and husband—and the non- 
guota status of wives and children under 
eighteen. Preference also was given to im- 


migrants skilled in agriculture, their wives 
anc children. Thus it will be seen that 
to a certain extent the law itself is selec- 
tive in principle as to certain classes, but 
not as to individuals within the classes. 
However, no other preferences were al- 
lowed. 


While the 1924 act incorporated many 
humane features, several modifications 
were necesary. For instance, I believe that 
an American woman is entitied to bring 
in her husband, regardless of the quota, 
We admit the wife of a citizen; why should 
we not admit the husband of one? This 
is a country of equal rights to man and 
woman. 


Furthermore, why should not an unmar- 
ried child under twenty-one years be en- 
titled to the same non-quota status as a 
child of eighteen? Who would say, in a 
given case, that a girl of nineteen, is bet- 
ter able to look out for herself, separated 
from her family, than a boy of eighteen? 
As a father, I am inclined to believe that 
I should rather let the boy of eighteen go 
on his own than the girl a vear older. 
Congress heeded this suggestion. and in 
May, 1928, passcd an amendatory law giv- 
ing non-quota status to unmarried chil- 
Gren of citizens, up to the age of twenty- 
one. It also gave non-quota status to hus- 
band of Amerian citizens who were mar- 
ried prior to May 31, 1928. 

The reunion of families separated by the 
coming of fathers and husbands to this 
country to establish new homes has been of 
particular concern to me. Until last year 
no provision was made to facilitate such 
reunions. I did not believe that the bars 
should be thrown down to all comers, but 
it seemed to me that within the quota we 
should be especially concerned with the 
needs of those already here. The act of 
May 29, 1928, gave a second preference in 
favor of the wives and minor unmarried 
chiidren of aliens who are lawfully resi- 
Gent in the United States. This has greatiy 
facilitated the reunion of families. 

By the act of 1924 aliens ineligible to citi- 
zenship were debarred. Congress probably 
adic not realize the extent of that provis- 


. jon, for it included, among others, Cana- 


Gian-born Indians whose origina) domain 
had been in the United States as well as 
in Canada. We had always felt that we 
should let these Indians across the border 
freely. Under the law, however, they can- 
not become citizens, hence they were ex- 
cluded. A special law was passed t give 
these Canadian Indians the right to cross 
our boundaries. 


Two laws recently added to the many 
which deal with aliens relate to natwurali- 
zation and deportation. The naturalization 
law signed by the president March 2, 1928, 
makes naturalization somewhat easier for 
those who are morally and mentally quali- 
fied for citizemship, and also makes possibile 
the naturalization of such aliens who ar- 
rived prior to June 3, 1921, and were un- 
able to produce their records of admis- 
sion. They may now. if not subject to de- 
portation, have a proper record made of 
their arrival and may become citizens. 

The deportation lew signed March ¢, 
1929, is a very drastic act. From what I 
heave already said about the way the laws 
have been amended from time to time 80 
at to protect aliens you mav understand 
that in safeguarding the nation's interest 
the humane factors have not been over- 
looked. In fact, we have been so careful 
to protect the alien that we have been 
taken advantage of. Thousands of 
have gonme te nearby territory and en- 
ceavered to sneak in through holes we 
were not watching. 

A good many have got away with this 
practice, but not so many as may com- 
monly be supposed. Sooner or later many 
are apprehended. Under the first hmita- 
tion laws there was a time limit on depor- 
tation and those who came in improperly 
are now mostly safe from deportation, But 
a}]} who have gained illegal entry since July 
1, 1924, may be deported at any time they 
are found, regardies of how long they stay 
here 

Because we have been taken advantage 
of so often, especially by aliene who kcep 
returning after they have been deported, 
congress decided that some drastic action 
was meeessary. So the new law provides 
new greumds for deportation. Any alien 
who enters by making a faise statement 
may be d@eported: any alien who has ever 
been ew@ered deported is forever barred 


aliens — 


from the country. Such a barrier is, by the 
law, effective even though formal deporta-~ 
ticn was not accomplished—when, for in- 
stance, the alien departed voluntarily upon 


consent of the secretary of labor. While 
this law is more drastic than I should write 
it so long as it is the law of congress it 
will have to be enforced. 

Theré are many aliens who have been 
deported because of minor irregularities in 
connection with their entry, but deported 
without prejudice to their right to reapply 
in a legal way. Under the law as it now 
stands they will be forever barred from ad- 
mission to the country. and I believe that 
authority should be given to the ecommis- 
sioner general of immigration to use his 
discretion in the matter of their reapplica- 
tion, subject to the approval of the secre- 
tary of labor. 

At the time this deportation measure 
was under consideration other grounds for 
deportation were considered, and these 
probably will be taken up again at an- 
other session. I have much sympathy for 
the alien who, notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties of alienage and language, makes an 
horest effort to better his condition here. 
With such as are unworthy of this consid- 
eration, however. I believe we should deal 
in a manner befitting their attitude. 

With the narcotic peddier and the 
chronic violator of our laws I have no sym- 
pathy. If they do not like our institutions 
they are at liberty to go somewhere else. 
We Americans have set our own standards 
and we are proud of them. The alien who 
doesn't like our form of government or our 
laws can find other countries in which the 
laws are different. If my official position 
requires me to help such aliens out of the 
country, it will be a pleasure to perform 
the function. 

Immigration to the United States has 
been reduced from over 700.000, under the 
last vear of the old cucta law, to approxi- 
mately 300,000 in 1928. Besides being more 
effective as a restrictive measure, the new 
law has almost eliminated hardships, and 
as a workable policy the present system 
has been developed to a high point of ef- 
ficency. 

Not all of the efficiency of the present 
System is the result of legisiation. From 
the outset restricted immigration had a 
host oI enemies. Their onslaughts took the 
form of stories of hardships which the law 
was alleged to have created. As has been 
explained, every effort has been made to 
minimise these hardships, many of which 
came about not through the operation of 
the statute bul through excusable error or 
willful disregard of law by aliens them- 
selves. Many of the stories published about 
hardships were either entirely untrue or 
sufficient facts were withheld to make 
them essentially unmtrve. A half-truth is 
often more vicious than a falsehood. Here 
are two which recently came to my atten- 
tion: 
stery of a vouneg men born im Rhede Is- 
land, who, f wast seid. lost his citizenship 
through service in the SGBritish militery 
forces during the world war and was re- 
fused admission at New York. The pub- 
lished stery stated that he served through- 
out the war, was wounded and still carried 
fragments of shrapmel in his body. Very 
naturally regret anc even horror were ex- 
pressed ai the thought that an American- 
born man shouki be refused admission to 
his native country when his only offense 
had been that of servéng in the army eof 
ome of our allies during the world war. 

The true story is that this man never 
served in the war at all. He ran away 
from home in 1914. shipped on a cattie 
boat to Great Britain and worked there 
as a laborer throughout the war pericd. 
Incidentally, he escaped service in our 
military forces by remaining out of the 
country while we were in the war. In 1921 
he enlisted in the British air force and 
worked as a laborer in that service for two 
vears. For the last seven vears he has been 
working as a aberer when he could find 
a job. 

Instead of going to the -American consul 
and inquiring as to his status, this man 
came to New York with no documents 
whatever. Having enlisted in the military 
forces of, and having sworn allegiance to, 
a foreign country during times of peace he 
necessarily expatriated himself. By this 
act he ceased to be an American citizen. 
He became an alien within the meaning of 
our immigration law. and having none of 
thre documents required of aliens he was 
pecessariivy rebused. 

Here is a case of a different nature: 

In Deeember, 19824 immigration officers

apprehended a boatload of aliens being 
smuggled in from Cuba. Among them was 
a gir) nineleen vears of age. With the 
others she was ordered deported as the law 
directs, but at the request of the trial] court 


Geportation was delayed until her services 
at & witness against the smugglers were no 
longer needed. The trial was concluded only 
recently. 

The gi): Geportation was about to pro- 
ceec when it came to the attention of he 
labor department that during her stay in 
the United States she had married an 
American citizen and had become the 
mother of an American child. She is still 
deportable, and although under the law 
she might have permission to reapply for 
admission, under the new deportation law, 
passec Guring the closing days of the Jast 
congress, she may be forever debarred end 
may not be able to rejoin her husband and 
child in the United States. 


I Go not know what will be the outcome 
of this case, as it must be passed upon 
by the solicitor, but I am glad to say that 
I directec a stay of deportation, with in- 
structions that every possible effort be 
mace tc acjusi the matter so that this girl 
may be permitted to leave the country vol- 
untarily jater to re-enter lawfully and join 
her husbenc and child. It is my hope that 
this can be accomplished.

Gredgually the law is being improvec, but 
I believe we should carry out still further 
the principle of selection. That principle 
is largely Gominant now, but several steps 
need to be taken to make it completely so. 
More anc more our consuls, technical ad- 
visert apc physicians ought to broaden 
their imrvestigations in respect to the 
characters and cultural backgrounds of 
prospective mmomigrants. 

We ought to make sure that every appli- 
cant i not only physically sound and men- 
tally alert. but also that he comes of a line 
of peeple of strong character and that bis 
recera for honesty. sobriety and industry 
assures his wholesomemess and worth when 
he ultimetely asumes the mantie of Amer- 
«an Citizenship. 

We quphi also to give preference to those 
few men. skilled in new industries and new 
metheds. who oocasionally are required to 
set in operation more and greater oppor- 
tunivteet for employment of our people. The 
meec for these partacular men first should 
be definitely established here and then. by 
certificate of the secretary of labor, they 
Shoulk, be allowed to enter ahead of some 
new nmaegrant who would add nothing te 
our future or perhaps even be a burden 
to overcrowded imdustries. Along the same 
lamet HH seeme Gesirable to set aside an 
alktmem of a few quota numbers to be 
assigned by the secretary of labor in cases 
cI extreme hardship. 

Of coarve. we still have the problem of 
the pom-quota ahenms who may enter in unb- 
restriciec pumbers merely because thev 
were born im countries of this hemisphere 
—Mexica. the South and Central American 
republce or Canada. Immigration from 
these countries is as great, approximately 
as from all the quota countries combined, 
enc the numbers may be increased. 

Aside from the problems which grow out 
of this Jack. of restriction, I beleve that 
the suggestions which I have made in the 
previous paragraph would just about ecvre 
aii the apparent ilis of the restrictive policy 
as expressed in present legislation 

O! course. a codification of the various 
acts which make up the body of the laws 
would be helpful in making them more uh- 
derstandable by the great mass of the peo- 
ple, but we have now reached a point 
where oniv a few finishing touches need 
be applied to make the immigration laws 
meet the neede of the people of the 
United States.

vv ASHINGTON. As I packed my 
wert bag for California, a friend tele- 
phoned: “Oh, I’m sorry. I hoped 
| . you would dine tomorrow with 
our fifty Atfrican student guests.” 

San Francisco. Another friend: “If you 
had only arrived yesterday, you would not 
have missed our hundred Australian stu- 
dents—such delightful young people.” 

Honolulu. I picked up a last summer's 
number of “The Mid-Pacific,” a magazine, 
and read that ten students from each 
country bordering the Pacific had recently 
set out on an encircling Pacific friendship 
cruise. Antedating Mr. Hoover's trip to 
South America! 

Tokio. A letter from a Czecho-Siovakian 
acquaintance told me that Prague was hap- 
pily preparing for the entertainment of 
some fifty young visitors from the United 
States. 

By this time my imagination saw the 
world’s youth suddenly cut loose from its 
moorings and embarked on some planetary 
mission whose import I determined to dis- 
cover. Here Was movement not sporadic 
and local, but world-wide and apparently 
concerted. What was the meaning, what 
were the potentialities of this perennial 
Youth pilgrimage? 

The unit of today’s arithmetic seems to 
be the million, so I was not surprised to 
learn, at the outset, that these visiting 
bands represent a world company of organ- 
ized young men and women already more 
than a million strong. And since we live 
in what future historians will label the 
Post-War-Period, I was not surprised to 
find that their union is another of the 
great fruits of the terrihlo war—there are 
sucn fruits.

Superlatively, Youth was war's victim. At 
its close, the flower of Western youth lay 
blood-drenched on Flanders and other 
fields. Surviving youth faced physical and 
mental starvation, spiritual despair; it 
quickly began to arm against the menace 
of post-war defeat—began in Europe, where 
the danger was greatest. 

They began practically. They must have 
education; if they were to have it, they 
must wrest books, food, shelter from a cha- 
otic world.

Our branch has instituted its own travel 
servic’ for sending and receiving guests— 
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from now on there will be successive in- 
coming and outgoing friendship pilgrim- 
ages. It has been writing to, and is writ- 
ime to, student unions throughout the 
world, telling what is being done here and 
effering to send its publications to any 
eountry desiring them. It has interested 
fteelf im the problems of other young peo- 
ple—sending to the confederation, fer in- 
stance, a resolution of protest against the 
persecution of Jews and other minorities 
im certain universities. 


This is no paper organization. It is tre- 
mendously in earnest, extremely busy. Its 
mational activities are engrossing, but they 
@o not dim its ultimate purpose. Respon- 
sibility for the international debates alone— 
taken over from the Institute of Interna- 
tional Education—would form a consider- 
able item on any agenda. England plans 
te send us two teams a year. Australia, 
Canada, South Africa, Holland and Ger- 
many wish to send English-speaking teams. 
We, in return, hope to send visiting teams 
to each of these countries. 


The travel division hums. It offers two 
types of facilities: one of official repre- 
gsematives—upper classmen—and the Open 
Roed Tours for others. In connection with 
the latter, the bureau limits itself to giv- 
ing advice, contracting for space and mak- 
ing other arrangements with steamship and 
Railway companies. 

But for the official tours it assumes 
Jarger responsibilities. The delegation of 
100 who will go to Europe this summer, for 
instance, will be divided into groups of 
from ten to fourteen, each under the lead- 
ership of a graduate or senior student. 
Bach group will follow one of ten interest- 
img programs which the national federa- 
tiems of various European countries have 
eutiined. These itineraries include, in com- 
mon, an extended stay in one particular 
country, one week at the International 
Student Center in Geneva and another at 
the Cite Universitarie in Paris. Besides, 
there is the 1929 Pan-Pacific Students’ 
Congress to plan for! 

This is but a glimpse into the interna- 
tional activities of our American unit in 
the great confederation. Like endeavor is 
sponsored by more than a million post-war 
youths. 

Paralleling these major undertakings are 
innumerable more indirect approaches to- 
ward better understanding among them, 
such experiments as those of certain Ca)l- 
Wornia pioneers—it does not surprise us to 
find enthusiasm in the Far West antedat- 
ing the work of our national organization. 
For some reason southern California is a 
particularly fertile field for international! 
efiort. 

Some six vears ago a handful of voung 
idealists in the University of California 
dedicated themselves to the task of bring- 
ing areas of distrust in the world. How 
to begin? Practically, in their own schools, 
by enrolling in modern language courses. 
They recognized, at the start, that the 
greatest barrier to understanding is diver- 
sity of Janguages. They found that by cut- 
ting out less important subjects they could 
easily take on a language or two. Spanish 
proved a favorite; and they told us, their 
elders, that if we did not overwhelm our 
minds with a staggering amount of! unre- 
lated, unessential reading—drown them in 
a sea of ink—-we could just as easily equip 
ourse)ves for adventures in bridge building 

Im the meantime, southern Califorma 
youth said, all peoples today do understand 
® common language—the language of 
beauty?

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of the painter and the particular culture he 
represented. These became a local exhibit 
which has never yet caught up with its 
with its waiting list! 

As a corollary to the loan exhibit, these 
young people set up a show case at a 
Strategic point in a college corridor where 
six thousand students pass daily. In it 
each week they place some object of strik- 
ing beauty, stressing its origin. There is 
now ereat interest in each succeeding dis- 
play. 

They launched a Latin-American week, 
uniting in this celebration with other 
southern California colleges. There were 
talks, ‘“‘movies,” a Spanish barbeque—a va- 
riety of ingenious attempts to “put across” 
information about our South American 
neighbors. 

Suggestions poured in. At the Institute 
of Technology vouth hung in a conspicu- 
ous place a fine world map equipped with 
a system of colored lights, and beside i, 
on a bulletin board furnished with corre- 
sponding lights, they listed important world 
occurrences. There is a long list of other 
Similar activities. 

The University of Kentucky, adopting 
one part of the Californians’ project ‘they 
have circulated their peace plan) has desig- 
natea certain foreign countries for special 
study. Last vear its young people had a 
Russia month, an Italy and a China month. 
Next vear they propose giving three months 
to Spain. Argentina and Mexico. 

Of course other groups have been and 
are working along similar paths toward the 
common goal. We have witnessed increas- 
ingly international exchanges for study in 
various fhelds, many of the intellectual ones 
made possible by such fellowships as those 
of the Cecil Rhodes, Rockefeller, Guggen- 
heim, the Commission for Relief in Bele 
glum Foundations and the National Re- 
search Council. 

Of very important evidence is this fact 
—that the Chinese young women and men 
who are part of the five million now en- 
rolled in the great movement for mass ed- 
ucation in China (which may be the dawn 
of the Chinese renaissance) have ever be- 
fore them that cardinal teaching of their 
sage Confucius: “Under the sky, one fam- 
lv.” Western voung people know that for 
them and Eastern vouth there is but one 
objective 

Most of us catapult in and out af Wash- 
ington’s monumental railway station blind 
to the inscription chiseled across its front: 
“He who would bring home the wealth of 
the Indies must carry the wealth of the 
Indies with him.” Youth all over the world 
today is heeding this reminder It points 
the wev to vouth’'s goal. 

As we struggle toward peace we realize 
once again that it is pretty hard to make 
over a present generation This need not 
discourage us It is but historical repeti- 
tion of what has gone before Oiten the 
best we Go toward achieving our own 


aa 


aspirations is what we do in helping the 
next generation to start on a better wav. 
In other words, our hope lies in helping 
youth in its ambitions 

Fortunately, our intellectual leaders real- 
ize tms. There is in Europe today an or- 
ganization which, because of its progress 
curing the six vears since it started, speaks 
to the whele intellectual world with au- 
thority.

Return of Edmund Davey 


A Blue Ribbon Short Story---By Walton Green 


N THE late afternoon of Tuesday, 

October 18, Edmund Davey dis- 
appeared from his country house 
on Long Island. 

At 10:30 on Wednesday morning in New 
York, the board meeting at which Davey 
should have presided as chairman met and 
adjourned sine die. .Eight minutes later 
the news was en the ticker, and every 
trader in the street was frantically selling 
the matrket. 


At 5:10 p. m., in the midst of a thunder- 
storm, the body of Edmund Davey crashed 
to the pavement of Broad street, directly 
under the windows of his own offices. 

The police examination ended in a fizzle. 
The first ten minutes developed the fact 
that Edmund Davey had not been in his 
office that day. ; 


The second ten minutes brought word 
from the conorer that when the ‘body of 
Edmund Davey struck the pavement of 
Broad street he had been dead some twen- 
ty-four hours—kilied by a shot through the 
heart. 

The New York police had combed every 
office and inspeeted every window on the 
front of the building beneath which the 
body had struck. There was nothing do- 
ing. Edmund Davey’s) body must have been 
thrown from an airplane. But the weather 
bureau scouted the suggestion. It had been 
on watch during the storm and would have 
heard and seen any plane. 

The Police were forced back to Long 
island, where the chief of police of Bing- 
hampton had organized the search on the 
night of Davey's disappearance and ques- 
tioned the Davey household. 

The Binghampton end, on 
yielded this: 

At 4:20 p. m. on Tuesday Edmund Davey 
had left his house to take a walk. He was 
accompanied by his nephew, Chester Ellery, 
who acted as his confidential secretary. At 
6:30 o'clock Ellery had returned alone, re- 
marking that his unele had left him on the 
North Sea road to go to Scallop Cove to 
meet his partner, Amory Munn, at the lat- 
ter's fishing shack. 

Betore leaving the house Mr. Davey had 
told one of the servants he was bringing 
Mr. Munn back for dinner. This was sub- 
Stantiated by the servants and by Miss 
Helen Phillips, Davey’s 19-year-old ward. 

Ten minutes after Davey and Ellery 
Started on their walk Munn telephoned 
trom New York to say he could no* get 
down in time to meet his partner at the 
shack, but would come to the big house 
for dinner. The butler informed him Mr. 
Davey had started for Scallop Cove, but 
had not vet had time to get there. The 
butler would call him in half an hour and 
deliver the message. Mr. Munn told him 
to ask Mr. Davey to call the office before 
he started back. ‘The butler did call the 
Shack half an hour later, and spoke to Mr. 
Davey, who stated he would telephone New 
York and then start back at once. That 
was the last heard of him 

At 7:15 Munn arrived in Binghampton, 
Dringing Holmes Herrick, another partner, 
with him. They telephoned the shack, bul 
there was no answer. By 8 o'clock the 
household became uneasy. At 8:30 Ellery, 
Herrick, and Munn started in separate cars 
to search the roads. By 10 o'clock the loca! 
police were notified. 

There seemed no loophole in any one's 
story. All the servants were accounted for. 
There were no house guests. Davey was a 
bachelor in his late forties. His establish- 
ment was run for him by a combination 
housekeeper .and social secretary—-Mr:s 
Sydenham, a divorcee of 30-odd, derelict 
of a once socially prominent family. The 
police checked on her past history and on 
her movements of ‘Tuesday afternoon with- 
out result 

The only possibility remaining in thi 
household was the 19-year-old girl. Shs 
admitted frankly she had been out in he 
runabout from 5 o'clock until after dark 
She had been sketching at the North Sea 
not far from where her guardian was lias’ 
seen, and admitted she had been alon® al! 
the time. The authorities considered th 
possibility of her involvement too remot 
to bother with 

Chester Ellery had gone for a walk with 
his uncle. If he had parted from him on 
the North Sea road. as he said, then the 
time at which he arrived at the house fit- 


rechecking, 


ted perfectly. Ellery had retraced his route 
in company with the police shortly after 
daylight on the morning after the disap- 
pearance. The footprints of the young man 
and the older man were readily discernible 
on the wood roads. On the hard macadam 
of the North Sea road there were no tracks. 
Nor were there any tracks leaving the 
North Sea road between that point and 
Munn ’s fishing shack. Ellery and his uncle 
had certainly reached the North Sea road. 
Ellery had certainly gone home as he came 
—his returning tracks equally visible. His 
uncle had vanished. 


Similarly, the movements of Munn and 
Herrick were accounted for to the :minute. 
They had left the office in New York at 
5:10 and had driven directly to the Davey 
house in Binghampton. They reached there 
at 7:15 and at 8:30 they had started the 
search.

OUR cadets of Georgia, three of 
whom are from Atlanta, graduate 
on June 13 with the 1929 class of 
the United States Military Acad- 
emy. They are Cadets George Franklin 
Baltzell, Jr., Ezekiel Wimberly Napier, Wil- 
liam Lewis Bell, Jr., all of Atlanta, and 
Cadet James Percy Hannigan, of Colum- 
bus, Ga. 

The career of George F. Baltzell is over- 
watched by many generations of army of- 
ficers in his family. His great-grandfather, 
of the same name, rode horseback from 
Frankfort, Ky., to West Point in order to 
join the plebe class, and his father was a 
brigadier general in the United States 
army, and a member of the famous 
“Kitchen Cabinet” of President Jackson. 
The brother of the youngster who rode 
horseback to West Point became chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court of Florida. In 
all there have been seven generations of 
Baltzells in this country in each of which 
there was a George who participated in 
every war in turn, as officers of the United 
States army, with the exception of the 
cadet’s grandfather, George Jacob, who 
served as a lieutenant in the Confederate 
army: 


Baltzell’s heritage is equally as proud on 
his mother’s side and there is a long list 
of prominent men in the political and civil 
affairs of Florida and Georgia. Emminent 
in this list are his mother’s father, Wil- 
liam Yates Atkinson, who was governor of 
Georgia and his great-grandfather who 
was Homer Virgil Milton, governor of 
Florida. 

Cadet Baltzell graduated from the Cen- 
tral High school] at Washington, D. C., and 
attended the University of Georgia, where 
he was a member of the Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon, class of ‘25. A little more than five 
years of his life has been spent in Wash- 
ington, the remainder in Atlanta. His 
father is at present stationed at Jacksoen- 
ville, Fla., but for the past four years has 
been at Fort McPherson, Atlanta. The 
Baltzells make their home in Atlanta and 
also at Jacksonville, Florida. 

Cadet Baltzell is a private in the Corps 
of Cadets. In athletics he has engaged in 
all the intramural sports and has never 
gone out for a varsity team. 


Probably the most popular man in his 
class for three years and unflagging in his 
activities. He was chairman of the “Furlo” 
banquet. committee, chairman of the Year- 
ling Color Line Committee, of the third 
Glass and first class Smoker Committee and 
Was activities editor of the “Howitzer,” the 
military academy vear book.

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‘The People of Pitcairn Island 


A Thrilling Story of Pirates---By Charles B. 


ITCAIRN ISLAND is 
loneliest spot on the inhabited 
earth. It is a mile wide and a 
little more than two miles long. 
It is in latitude 25 degrees south and longi- 
tude 130 degrees west, and while that does 
not mean anything to the average reader, 
it is almost the only possible description 
of its situation, so far is this little speck 
of land from everything except salt water. 


You will not find Pitcairn on ordinary 
maps of the Pacific ocean, but on a detail 
map made for navigators one finds it a lit- 

le south and east of the Paumetu group 
of islands. It is, besides being isolated, 
very forbidding in aspect, so that, once you 
find it in the great world of water, you be- 
gin to wonder how anvbody ever got up on 
top of it: It rises out of the water to a 
height of a thousand feet. Sheer walls of 
rock present an inhospitable shore to the 
mariner, all around the island. And that 
isn't the worst of it. There are dangerous 
reefs, partly exposed and partly covered by 
shallow water. almost surrounding Pitcairn. 
Many ships have been wrecked on these 
reeis. 

In 1767 this island was first seen and 
noted by white men. Cartert, British ex- 
plororer, was sailing these lonely seas in 
H. M. S. Swallow. At the lookout, sweeping 
the waste with a spy-glass, was a young 
cadet named Pitcairn. He was a nephew 
of a certain Major John Pitcairn, whe eight 
years later was to change the course of 
history on the village green at Lexington, 
when he was to shout, “Disperse y@-ebels; 
lay down vour arms!” The rebels, as you 
may have heard, didn’t disperse, and that 
put Major Pitcairn in the most embarrass- 
ing position of his life. 

Captain Pitcairn in 1767 cried “Land ho! 
There's a rocky island off the starboard 
bow, sir!” 

When Carteret had a good look at the 
impossible rock. he said, “We'll make young 
Pitcairn’s name immortal. This is Pitcairn 
Island, and much joy to anyone who can 
live on it.” 

That was all until January 23, 1790, when 
the ship Bounty, carrying Fletcher Cnhris- 
tian and eight other mutineers, together 
with six men, twelve women and two boys 
of Tahiti, sighted the towering cliffs of Pit- 
cairn 


about the 


Fletcher Christian was looking for a per- 
manent hiding place. He and his eight 
men were indubitably guilty of mutiny and 
piracy. Thev all knew full well that the 
long arm of the British admiralty would 
reach out across the world and bring them 
at last to Execution Dock at Wapping, un- 
less they couid find a hiding place that 
would isolate them from the world of men 
tor the rest of their lives. 

Christian was a well-informed mariner. 
He had heard of Pitcairn and its notation 
as an inaccessible rocky islet by Carteret 
@ tew vears previously. He deliberately set 
out to find his loneliest spot, and found it.

The little inlet found by Christian that 
day is still called Bounty Bay. It is a ter- 
rible place to make a landing, but the only 
possible landing place in the circuit of the 
isiand. Reefs are all about, and the white 
surf continually boils about submerged 
rocks that threaten death to mariners. The 
present inhabitants of the island have flat- 
bottomed boats. and they have become ex- 
pert in guiding these trail craft through 
the surf to meet such ships as heave to 
outside Bounty Bay and discharge mail in 
baskets that are dropped into the flat-bot- 
tomed boats from the vessels’ booms. If 
you wish to visit Pitcairn Island today, and 
are fortunate enough to obtain permission 
from the British commissioner of the west- 
ern Pacific, vou must take your chances in 
one of thcse mail baskets and a surf boat. 

(‘The present chie! of the island, or pres- 
ident of the council. as he is called, is Rich- 
ard Christian. direct descendant of Fletcher 
who headed the mutiny and 
founded the colony on Pitcairn island). 

The mutineers and their friends landed 
from the Bountvy's ts, searched the 
island, and found it uninhabited. There 
were cocoanut and other sources of 
food. The soil on top of the rocky foun- 
dation seemed very rich. There were many 
wild goats. Drawings and markings on 
rocks and in caves indicated that the island

had been inhabited ages ago by a rude 
people that probably had introduced the 
goats. Here, said Christian, the mutineers 
would be safer than anywhere else in the 
world. , 

The Bounty was brought close enough to 
shore to be tied to a tree by a long line. 
Everything that could be moved was taken 
out of her. Most of her rigging was car- 
ried ashore, and if only the mutineers had 
kept the carpenter of the Bounty with his 
chest of tools, they could have broken up 
the vessel and made use of all. her planks 
and spars. But Christian wanted to make 
sure that nobody could leave Pitcairn to 
spread the news. 

He burned the Bounty. “Now,” he said, 
“we are here to stay.” And so they were. 

The white men staked out farm ciaims, 
and each one took a Tahitian wife. 

All went well for two years. Then the 
wife of one of the mutineers named Wil- 
liams was accidentally killed ‘while hunt- 
ing birds’ eggs for her spouse. Williams 
was grieved, but proposed to make good his 
loss by taking over the wife of one of the 
Tahitian laborers. The dark-skinned gen- 
tleman objected, and there was trouble in 
the island Eden. 

The black men formed a plot to murder 
all the whites. The black women, who were 
strong for the Englishmen, 
plot. The Englishmen began to oppress 
the Tahitian men shamefully, and the 
black men began to abuse their wives for 
having got them into all this trouble. One 
black woman murdered her husband, and 
there was much fighting and breaking of 
heads. 

Finally the (natives of the Pa- 
cific, but not of Pitcairn’ stole arms and 
attacked the Englishmen while the latter 
were working in the fields. letcher Chris- 
tian was one of the first men shot to death. 
Williams, who had started the whole mess, 


revealed the 


natives 


was killed, as were John Mills, Isaac Mar- 
tin and William Brown

He had 
taken the name Adams upon arrival at Pit- 
Cairn, as if the change of were Ww 
Synibolize the taking on of a new life 
fter the massacre of the whites, the 
Tahitian men began to fight among them-

selves. Their women, together with the 


black wives and widows of the white men, 
turned upon them, and in one night mas- 
sacred all of the black men on the island. 

Quintall and McCoy set up a still, and 
began the manufacture of a powerful fire- 


water. Most of the small population of 
the island went upon a prolonged spree. 
McCoy, in an attack of delirium tremens, 
killed himself. Adams and Young jointly 
murdered Quintall with hatchets, in a fight 
over women. 

Two white men, Young and Adams, were 
left Young died of asthma in 1800, the 
first of the Bounty mutineers to die a 
natural death. 

John Adams now became the patriarchial 
ruler of the colony and the only white male 
on the island. His subjects were eight 
black women, twenty-three half-caste chil- 
dren, and a few black 
the children bore the name of Christian.

The two captains went ashore at Bounty 
Bay with the English-speaking young men, 
and were met on the beach by Patriarch 
Adams, the only surviving mutineer of the 
Bounty 

The arm of the British admiralty 
had found Fletcher Christian's hideawayt 
But twenty-five vears had passed. Ohris- 
tian was gone. There remained of all the 
mutineers only one, @ gray-bearded patri- 
arch, ruling benigniy over an Acadian peo- 
ple, with the Bounty’s Bible as his law-

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W hat Has Happened to Justice? 


Mystery Still Clings to Killing of Jackson and 
Widow's Suicide — Death Stepped In at 
Psychological Moment to Stop 


ILLIAM E. JACKSON, one of the 


best known detectives in New 
England, was shot to death one 
evening in the kitchen orf his 


farmhouse on the outskirts of Willimantic, 
Conn. Only one shot was fired, Dut it was 
a very accurate shot, for the bullet hit in 
the cheek and penetrated hts brain. His 
wife and daughter said they had gone to 
a store and returned to find him dead. 

Trenor A. Rice, a deputy sheriff and 
former boarder in the Jackson home, took 
charge of the place after the tragedy, 
shooed away reporters, helped make the 
funeral arrangements, served as a pall- 
bearer at the funeral, and at the conclu- 
sion of the services was placed under ar- 
rest and charged with the crime. Accord- 
ing to reports, Jackson had expelled Rice 
from his home for being over-friendly with 
the young daughter. 


But Trenor Rice was not tried for the 
murder of William Jackson. Some one else 
confessed to the killing.

The murder of William E. Jackson, 53, 
a rather well-known detective, occurred on 
the night of January 29 last. He was shot 
at close range in the kitchen of his farm 
on the outskirts of Willimantic, Conn. His 
body was found by his wife, Gertrude, and 
his daughter, Juana, when they returned 
from a store half a mile from their home. 
Porty minutes before, they said they had 
left him reading in the kitchhen 


Jackson, a personal friends of the iate 
Theodore Roosevelt, under whom he had 
served as a Rough Rider, had apparently 
been killed without warning. Only one 
shot had been fired. The 32 caliber bullet 
had entered the right cheek directly under 
the cheekbone and had penetrated’ the 
brain. There were no signs of a struggle. 

The authorities at first thought that the 
crime had been committed by vengeful 
friends of certain criminals he had tracked 
down in his long career. He had figured 
prominently in the hunt for the Diamond 
brothers, the New York bank robbers who 
were electrocuted some years ago, and had 
also been one of the chief witnesses in the 
recent trial of the “ice box bandits” of 
Worcester, Mass.

while before the tragedy. Mrs. Jackson 
was 53, Rice 37, the daughter 24. 


Rice had come to live with the Jacksons 
after his second wife separated from him 
with the intention of suing for a divorce. 
Subsequently he had moved to his small 
poultry farm about a mile through the 
woods from the Jackson home. He and 
Jackson had long been associates in crim- 
inal investigation work. 

Exactly why did Rice leave the Jackson 
home? If we knew that, it would help a 
lot. 

After the tragedy fhe deputy was called 
to the Jackson place to feed the cows and 
chickens. He remained on the scene as a 
self-constituted guard. Newspaper men 
found him vigilamt. He helped Mrs. Jack- 
son and Juanita make the funeral arrange- 
ments. 

In the meanwhile. as the body lay in the 
Jackson home awaiting burial, the be- 
wildered Willimantic authorities summoned 
to serve as chief investigator Detective Ed- 
ward J. Hickey, of Hartford, Conn., the of- 
ficer who captured the notorious mail rob- 
ber, Gerald Chapman. This same detective, 
incidentally, has been much in evidence in 
the murder of Walter Huntington, Harvard 
student, near Windsor, Conn. 

Hickey examined the scene, talked with 
Mrs. Jackson, listened to neighbors, and 
visited Rice. The Hartford detective de- 
clined to make known his findings but the 
general imovoression in Willimantic was that 
he had settled his suspicions upon Rice. 
The deputy sheriff, according to the gos- 
sip of the neighborhood, had been over- 
friendly with Juanita Jackson and had been 
ordered out of the Jackson home by her 
father. 

Mrs. Jackson, according to reports at the 
time, had a theory that her husband had 
committed suicide. She could not explain, 
however, exactly how the weapon had dis- 
appeared from the scene after he had killed 
himself. Hickey told her he was quite pos- 
itive that it had not been a case of suicide. 

Rice turned over to the detective two re- 


volvers which he said the slain man had 
given him. One was a .32 caliber, the other 
one a 38. 


Reporters heard the whispers and storm- 
ed the Jackson home. Rice would not ad- 
mit them, and when they questioned him 
about his part in the case, he flared up 
angrily but admitted he expected to be ar- 
rested soon. He would be arrested, he said, 
solely for questioning as to his knowledge 
of the crime. In the meanwhile he would 
continue to protect the Jacksons from the 
newspaper pests. 


The funeral took place on February 2. 
It was a strange affair. All the town’s 
notables attended. Rice was an honorary 


pallbearer. He was also the chief object 


of suspicion. 

William Jackson's body was laid to rest 
in a grave within 150 yards of Rice's farm- 
house. That evening Rickey began ques- 
tioning Rice in the Jackson home. With 
the assistance of Policeman Arthur Hurley, 
of Willimantic and State Policeman Rowe 
H. Wheeler, who with the slain man had 
been two of the four orisinal members of 
the state police, Hickey grilled the suspect- 
ed man for twenty-four hours. 

And at the conclusion of the long ordeal 
it was announced that Rice had confessed. 

The announcement was made by Lieut. 
Edward P. Leahey, of the Willimantic po- 
lice, but Hickey refused to confirm Leahey's 
statement, and refused to give out any de- 
tails of the supposed confession. Never- 
theless, whether he really confessed or not, 
Rice was held for the crime, while the gos- 
sips of the community nodded their heads 
and told one another that it was just as 
they hed suspected. 

But the gossips were to have quite a sur- 
prise presently. 

Several persons at least among the town's 
15,000 inhabitants refused to believe that 
Rice was the guilty person. Two of those 
whose faith itn him was unshaken were 
Mrs. Jackson and her daughter. They went 
to see him and told him they were sure 
he had not committed the crime. Another 
skeptic was Mrs. Edna Rice, the accused 


mains estranged wife, who said that Trenor 
was “a mean devil, but hardly a mur- 
darct.”’ 


Rice at first said he did not want a law- 


yer and then retained former Attorney 
General William A. King ag his chief 
counse! 

“He is shielding some one else,” said his 


brother, Frederick Rice. “I do not intend 
to let my brother take the rap in defense 
of some one else.” 


As we look back on this whole case now 
it is easy to imagine that Rice might have 
been arrested and charged with the crime 
for a purpose far different from what ap- 
peared on the surface. To the general 
public he appeared to be the one suspected 
person, but was he really suspected in the 
eyes of Detective Hickey and his associ- 
ates? Or was he a decoy? 


A week passed. Rice stayed in jail. But 
no warrant had yet been issued for his ar- 
rest—he had mereley been entered on the 
police books as held on a murder charge. 
Also, the inquest had been scheduled for 
the 6th, but it was mysteriously postponed, 


Were the authorities waiting for some- 
thing to break? Or was the climax all @ 
surprise to them? 


The grand jury convened, detiberated 
twenty-three minutes, and returned a first 
degree indictment against Rice. That was 
on the Ilth. Mrs. Jackson and Juanita 
appeared as reluctant witnesses, Hickey 
was the last witness to be heard and ap- 
parently gave the most testimony. He re- 
fused to reveal what his testimony had 
been. 


The next day the coroner's inquest open. 
ed. Coron>» Arthur E. Bill questioned Mra, 
Jackson for more than an hour. When the 
session was over the widow returned to her 
home, considerably unnerved, with her 
daughter, a neighbor, Mrs, Ada Andrewa, 
and a policeman who had been assigned to 
guard the Jackson home. They sat for a 
while talking over the case. Then-——

R. HELENE KNABE. 
a woman of fine professional at- 
tainments, good character, and 
beautiful body. was found dead in 
her bed, her throat cut, on the morning of 
October 25, 1911, in the Delaware 
ments, Indianapolis. 


While an effort was made at the time to 
explain this as a suicide, the case remains 
as Indiana's greatest unsolved murder mys- 
tery. There is nothing in the evidence to 
preclude murder, while there is much to

make the suicide hypothesis untenable. 


As murder the case must rank as the work 
of an intelligent and resourceful person, one 
who covered his tracks thoroughiy, and 
whose conscience has not led him into weak 
betrayal or confession during these seven- 
teen and one-half years. It was not a pas- 
sional crime. The woman was killed be- 
cause her death meant security for some 
one else. 


The only person ever accused of the crime, 
Dr. William B. Craig, former dean of the 
Indiana Veterinary college, was acquitted on 
instructions of the court because of insuf- 
ficient evidence to warrant a verdict of 
guilty. His trial was held two years after 
@he murder. From the record of the case, 
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Judge Alonzo Blair was fully justified in his 


action. Dr. Craig is still living in Indian- 
apolis. It was not proved that he was at the 
flat that night or that he had any motive 
to kill Dr. Knabe

BY REV. W. P. KING 


RALITY IN THE MAKING.” By 
Roy E. Whitney. New York. The 
Macmillan company. Price $1.50. 

This is a thought-provoking 
book and well repays a careful reading. 
The author assumes the viewpoint of mod- 
ern scientific evolution and of modern psy- 
chology. 

According to the au- 
thor a moral act in- 
volves the considera- 
tion of the approval 
or disapproval of the 
acter or of some one 
else. We are moral, 
because of the ines- 
capable desire for ap- 
proval. Experience has 
of*ted in us the pow- 
erful desire which 
makes us moral. 

Desire has its origin 
in the reaction of our 
organisms to  pleas- 
urable experience. The 
three fundamental de- 
sires are the desire 
for feod, the desire 
fer skin comfort, and 
the desire for sex sat- 
isfaction. Related to 
these is the fourth desire, the desire for 
approval, out of which our morality 
springs. 

The contention is made that morality is 
natural, and that nature is so constituted 
in its impartial and exacting laws as to 
make morality possible. The writer dis- 
cusses in an unusual and interesting way 
the place of man’s will in the attainment 
of merality. The individual beset by op- 
posing desires. The desire that should pre- 
vail is the desire for approval. Confront- 
ing a moral emergency the man is te throw 
the weight of his choice alongside the en- 
ergy that is released by his desire for ap- 
provel. The man thus becomes responsi- 
ble for his acts and ts justly held so by 
society. We are under obligation to throw 
into the scales of our motivation the force 
of our approval or disapproval. 

The power of influence is based on the 
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possible satisfiers which we are able to 
bring to the consciousness of another. 

Some of the apparent defects of this 
treatise is that which the auther expresses 
his devotion to facts, at the same time he 
fails to reckon with all the facts that have 
to do with the making of morality. 

We are convinted that a writer should 
not deal cantingly in religious phraseology. 
The author used the word God only one 
time more than the Book of Esther, and 
it is then used as a synénym of nature or 
human nature. Now if we are to place any 
sort of reliance upon human consciousness, 
we must reckon with the God-conscious- 
ness in the general run of normal human 
beings. It is not the verdict of this nor- 
mal human consciousness that the divine 
approval plays and has through the differ- 
ent stages of human development con- 
stantly played a large and undeniable part 
in the determination of human morality 
and conduct. It is evidently a very serious 
omission to attempt to give the origin and 
growth of morality, and ignore the func- 
tion of the religious motive. 

In words that are not affected or weak- 
ened by modern knowledge St. Paul gives 
the true philosophy of human conduct and 
morality. “But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judge of you, or of 
man’s judgment; yea, I judge not mine own 
self. For although I know nothing against 
myself, yet am I not hereby justified; but 
he that judgeth me is the Lord.” 

This is said with the admission that 
much of the analysis of the motives of hu- 
man morality are true and illuminating, 
but that the author fails to recognize some 
of the major facts of human life and con- 
sciousness. 


AN ANTHOLOGY OF RECENT PHIL- 
OSOPHY. By Daniel Sommer Robinson. 
New York. Thomas Y. Crowell Co. 
Price $4. 


This new volume will prove invaluable 
to the student, who wishes to enter into 
some sort of understanding and discrim- 
ination of the varied types of philosophy.

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Sunday Health Talks 


NLY old-timers will remember-the 
difficulties that famous team, 
Weber & Fields, met with, in try- 
ing to dodge one another's con- 
versational spray. True, these loving 
friends were inordinately fond of chatting 
at close range, but they gave an excellent 
demonstration of the reality of conversa- 
tional spray, at any rate, and I wish they 
were with us today, for they might teach 
a@ great health lesson that most health au- 
thorities will not teach because it is a trifle 
too novel for them to’ grasp at once. 

That any illness or indisposition is a 
“common cold” or just a “cold” is a ques- 
tion of opinion merely. No physician or 
health authority can or will define a “cold” 
or “the common cold,” because there is no 
such entity. The illness or indisposition 
that purports to be a “cold” is one thing 
or another, and so you can’t define it, as 
you might define pneumonia, diphtheria 
or rhinitis. Not only is it impossible to de- 
fine a “cold,” but it is usually impossible 
to diagnose it in the beginning, that is, 
to say offhand precisely what it is going 
to develop into. It is surely a mistake to 
call it a “cold” if it turns out to be measies. 
Even the old-timers acknowledge that. But 
isn’t it quite as much a mistake to pre- 
tend it is a “cold” if it turns out to be 
grip, flu or meningitis? Not so, say the 
old-timers; in that case one may readily 
assume the original “cold” has been 
megiected, or the patient has postponed 
seeking treatment, and in consequence the 
actual illmess has supervened. Here one 
falls back on the good old theory of low- 
ered resistance, which has no scientific 
foundation but nevertheless covers a mul- 
¢itude of diagnostic or prognostic short- 
eomings. 

We doctors make a play on the “frank- 


mess"~of the modern medicine man.- We 
lare not so frank about this question of 
“alleged “colds.” We acknowledge that the 
ivery term is a misnomer, and in the same 
public health bulletin we warn the befud- 
‘died public against going out in the cold 
from overheated offices, shops or dwellings. 
In the movies they have continuity editors; 
we doctors need a consistency editor. 

I have proposed, and very few other doc- 
tors have accepted, the term “cri” (pro- 
nounced kree) to cover all alleged “colds,” 
until the actual nature of the illness or in- 
disposition becomes manifest. People want 
a name for the illness even before a good 
doctor can determine what it is. Cri is 
a simple term. All these illnesses or in- 
dispositions are universally recognized as 
respiratory infections; so if you call your 
trouble cri you mean merely that it is 
probably one of the common respiratory in- 
fections, Incidentally you honestly 
acknowledge that your trouble may be 
communicable, and you give your friends 
and associates fair warning to keep out of 
your range. Why the doctors and health 
authorities are so reluctant to accept and 
use this idea is a mystery, since they offer 
no practical principle of the sort them- 
selves. 

The danger in the spray of uncovered 
coughs or sneezes has been pretty widely 
heralded, even by the conservative medi- 
cal and health authorities. Up to the pres- 
ent, however, there has been no _ public 
health education concerning the spray of 
ordinary conservation, so far as I have ob- 
served, except my own feeble and some- 
times handicapped efforts. But ours is a 
progressive profession, and I am delighted 
to announce that at last we have officially 
and definitely recognized conservationa!] 
spray as a source of danger. Yes, sir, it 


is so recorded. A radio health talk broad- 
cast by the American Medical association 
a few weeks ago, included among the pre- 
cautions recommended to keep yourself free 


from colds, this one: 

“Give coughers and sneezers and 
spray talkers a wide berth. Don't let 
them aim at your face.” 

This, I believe, is the first official recog- 
nition of conversational spray in public 
health education—aside from my own yvam- 
merings about it. A trifle vague, perhaps, 
but that mav have been the result of the 
censor’s work; I know that when I tried to 
tell about conversational spray over the 
radio the censor positively forbade my di- 
rect or clear explanation of it, though he 
saw no objection to anything I cared to 
say about cough or sneeze spray. He felt 
that nice people might find the thought of 
conversational spray unpleasant. So I 
couldn't talk about it on the air. 

Now that the ice has. been broken, I look 
forward confidently to a general acceptance 
of the conversational spray idea by all 
health authorities. even if the old-time 
dectors hold out against all these new-fan- 
gled notions to the very end. I had begun 
to despair of getting recognition for the 
conversational spray idea; in fact I was be- 
coming bitter, not to say sarcastic about it. 
It did seem as though the old guard would 
recognize conversational spray perhaps 
when the Red Cross and divers allied or- 
ganizations decided to take the hand out 
from under the head in applying Schaefer's 
prone-pressure method of artificial respira- 
tion in drowning cases 

Weber & Fields never did appear to mind 
so much while they were out of one an- 
other's range. That is the practical health 
lesson the famous pair could teach the

people of this country right now. What is 
the effective conversational spray range? 
How near must one be to an open-face 
cougher, an open-face sneezer or an open- 
face talker to be endangered by the spray? 


Cough or sneeze spray range is up to 12 
feet. 


Conversational spray range is less than 
five feet—that is. ordinary, quiet conversa- 
tion. Put this knowledge into practice in 
your own health cultivation, 


Keep your quarry across the counter, 
across the desk, across the aisle, across the 
room. more than five feet from you, and 
vou are safely beyond his range, no mat- 
ter what his spray may contain, or vice 
versa. 


The germs of all the known respiratoryagp 


infections are likely to be present in the 
droplets of moisture or secretion in such 
spray, and particularty in the earliest stage 
of the illness. 

The radio talk broadcast by our medical 
organization included very specific direc- 
tions for washing the hands before eating, 
after shaking hands with anyone who has 
a cold, and the like. In fact the washing 
of the hands_is given first place in the pre- 
cautions recommended te keep yourself free 
from colds. I believe it would be a great 
benefit to public health if people washed 
their hands with soap and water much 
more frequently than most people do now, 
but I do not believe that respiratory infec- 
tions are carried by such indirect means. 

The conversational spray is the main 
mode oé¢ infection, and now that it has 
been accorded official recognition we may 
point out this danger to the public with- 
out fear of shocking or disgusting people 
who seek to enjoy good health.

room, dead. Beside her was a .22 caliber 
rifle. She had been shot in the heart. 

Presently the Willimantic police had a 
mew and very startling announcement to 
make public. This was that Mrs. William 
EX. Jackson had committed suicide and left 
notes to Trenor Rice and his lawyer stating 
she had killed her husband and that Rice 
had had no ‘part whatever in the tragedy. 

The public was interested, tremendously 
interested, in this turn of events. So Mrs. 
Jackson had left notes assuming all respon- 
sibility—but what did the notes say, ex- 
activ? 

That was a natural enough curiosity. 
The gossips had been saving that Jackson 
and his wife had quarreled during the week 
before the shooting. Detective Hickey, fur- 
thermore, had questioned Mrs. Jackson 
rather closely. Now suddenly she had 
killed herself—and left some notes. 

But the contents of the notes were not 
revealed then. The authorities decided 
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that it would be a bit premature to make 
them public. And, anyway, they didn't be- 
lieve the widow had told the truth about 
the murder of her husband. They insisted 
that she had sacrificed herself, taken the 
whole blame on her own shoulders, to save 
Rice. 


Coroner Bill said that the suicide had 
apparently been carefully planned. The 
envelope containing both notes had been 
stamped and addressed. She must have 
planned to mail the letter during the day, 
he said, but found no opportunity, for the 
envelope was found in her stocking. 

“We feel that the ends of justice will be 
best served by not publishing the contents 
now,” he said. 

Attorney King said he could make no 
comment on this development until he had 
seen the “confession notes.” He said that 
at the proper time he would insist that they 
be turned over to him, as they would have 
a@ most important beaying on tlt conduct 
of the defense. 

“Certainly I am convinced that Rice is 
innocent,” he said, “but this is a queer 
town and sometimes they do funny things. 
It looks to me as though they are out to 
get Rice.” 

By this time another witness had died 
in the Jackson home—Mrs. Andrews. That 
was on March 18, while she was acting as 
housekeeper, 

The notes were made public on March 
29. while Rice was awaiting trial. 

The letter to King follows: 

Dear Mr. King 

Will and I had a terrible fight over his 
physical condition. never was 
mentioned in the argument. Trenor knew 
nothing of the argument. I alone was here 
with him. It was either he or I who was 
to be killed. I wouldn't have Juanita alone 
with him. She knows the life I have lived 
Trenor can tell what I put up with. 

Fleanor Hanna can tell you he threat- 
ened my life six weeks ago over a scrap 
about milking cows. He threatened me sev- 
eral times. I was never afraid of him un- 
til that day. He choked me almost to 
death. Then he grabbed the gun. I 
wrested it from him and in the few words 
that followed I shot him. 

This is a true confession. They must not 
harm Trenor. I love him as my own sun. 
He knew nothing of it. They sav he is 
guiltv.

Two 
of our most important witnesses, Mrs. Jack- & 
son and Mrs. Andrews, are now dead, With- 
out their testimony our case is hopeless,” 


The court granted the motion. Trenor 
Rice went free. 
All in all, a rather strange case. As the 


storv ends there are gaps left. Rice has 
been legally cleared of the crime and vet 
there hangs over him that final damning 
imputation of the state's attorney Cer- 
tainly if the man is innocent, he deserves 
a better break, 

From -Rice’s viewpoint—-and surely from 
the viewpoint of public interest—-it might 
have been better to hold the trial, lav bare 
the whole case on the records, and let jus- 
tice stand or fall by the verdict.

Some of these 
were rescued mariners, shipwrecked on the 
reefs, and others went out to Pitcairn vol- 


untarily. These men from the outside mar- 
ried native women, and thus some fresh 
blood has been introduced. But of course 
there has been much inter-marrying during 
several generations. 

Pitcairn has been swept by half a dozen 
plagues of disease. Influenza nearly wiped 
out the little colony. Just now there is
